British Produce New War Weapon 


LONDON, Aug. 30.—British gun manufacturers lisvc produced

'turret and a special compartment in which it carries Held artillery. 
Its range is twice that of the earlier type of tank used in the -,var.

school hygiene, has issued the follow- 
ing appeal to parents to havo their 
children injected with toxin-nnlitoxin

"At this time of year parents ami 


guardians are taking cnre that their 
children are Taccinatefl so thnr. thr-y 
may be permitted to enter school. One 
wonders, howevor, if it is solely for 
this purpose that they seek vaccina- 
tion, or is it that they renllzA the 
preventive nature of vaccination? We 
certaMy hop<> the latter idea prevails, 
for beyond all doubt vaccination has 
been the only means at hand for the 
prevention of smallpox and is so rec- 
ognized by a scientific medical world 


"What is truft of vaccination 
and 


smallpox can no\\- be applied to anoth- 
er disease claiming its annual loll of 
Innocent young lives. 
WR refer in the 


toxin-antitoxin 
immunization against 


fliphtherfn. H is universally admitted 
that from six months to six years wo 
have the hlgcst percentage of suprop- 
tlble.i. Sn percent in u-nom tlie di.sease 
la most llahle to appear, and among 
whom is the higlVest percent ape of 
deaths. 
Toxin-antitoxin 
injected in 


three successive doses, one wcnk apart, 
will render this MiscoptiMo tfmup im- 
mune in a very short period of time, 


and thereby cut the incidence of the 
disease and its attendant high mor- 
tality. 


"The 
hoard of health, therefore, is 


urging parents and guardians to take 


submitting thn children in this a^e 
group lo six years for treatment with 
toxin-antitoxin. 
The board feels that 


this prnnedurp is as important as vac- 
cination against smallpox which is only
